The Developmentof Weaith and Ine 
dustry in the United Stotes, During 
the Last Twenty Wears. 
A very remarkable fact in our history is 
the comparatively small check that the late 
wit with its immense losses and debts has 
had on the industries of the country in their 
development and ihe increase of population. 
That it had some effect, ia fact, a power- 
fully temporary one, cannot be denied, but 
that it was as great as it was supposed fs un- 
true. 

The four yearsof war cost at least 500,000 
lives, or an average of 123,600 per annum. 
The number of deaths from natural cause 
with our population at that tiue, was about 
600,000 agnually. The number who were 
killed, or died in the war, therefore made only 
about 21 per cent. of the whole, a large por- 
tion of whom would have died at home in 
the absence of the war. 

It appears, then, that the actual deaths 
caused by the war had but Jittle direct influ- 
ence on the increase of population, but indi- 
rectly it had a strong influence. 

A reference to the census report shows that 
the number of marriages in the State of 
Ohio were diminished at the rate of 5,000 
per annum during the war. 

This is accounted for from the fact that 
the great majority of those who engaged in 
the war were young unmarried men. 

A reference to the same report shows that 
the number of births were diminished in like 
proportion. 

And so throughout the States, North and 
South. 

When the census of 1870 was taken the 
ratio of increase was reduced, but, notwith- 
standing this, the actual increase was found 
to be enormous.
